responsibility for the 


conditions which were 
tionable.

ments for Moyer's return were made- 
by Grant Fellows, attorney general 
of Michigan, after a conference here 
last night with Governor Ferris. 


Mr. Moyer excused himself from 


seeing interviewers and 
went 
a£ 


once to a room. 


Mr. Tanner also declined to dis- 


cuss anything connected with his ex- 
periences. 


A curious crowd that gathered at 


the Houghton 
station caught no 


glimpse of the men. They took ref- 
uge In a locked stateroom and re- 
mained there until the train reached 
•Hancock. 
Several 
hundred men, 


evidently union members, awaited 
Mr. Moyer there, and raised a cheer 
as he stepped into an automobile 
and was whirled away to the hotel 
Scott, where he was domiciled when 
the mob of Dec. 26, invaded the ho- 
tel and escorted Moyer and Tanner 
to a train in Houghton. 


It was learned that the Federation 


men telegraphed to Governor Ferris 
a day or two ago offering to testify 
before the grand jury. The state 
executive busied with the strike sit- 
uation generally, asked the attorney 
general to come to Houghton on re- 
turn ot the federation leaders. 


The settlement aspect was empha- 


Bled at the start of the conference 
with the mine men. 
Governor Fer- 


ris recalled to them that efforts to 
end the strike had been made and he 
suggested that some representative 
of the operators state the reason foi 


committee declares that the commis- 
sioners "squared" themselves with 
;ne labor bodies for calling the inves- 
igators, "a 
self-appointed commit- 


tee." This term was regarded as of- 
fensive by the union men and there 
was a demand that a retraction be 
made for that portion of the state- 
ment. 


In its 
statement 
the committee 


says: "We did not fix the responsi- 
bility for the Conditions which we 
found at the infirmary. We simply 
reported the facts wliich we found to 
exist and made recommendations for 
improvements, according to our view- 
point. We exonerate 
the present 


board of any responsibility for 
the 


conditions we found. 


"At our meeting with the commis- 


sioners yesterday, they agreed with 
us that the infirmary was in bad con- 
dition and assured us that as rapidly 
as the funds would permit, they would 
strive to improve these conditions. 


"We were informed that a number 


of the inmates habitually worked for 
wages at a certain time of the year 
and then returned to the infirmary 
where they lived at the expense of the 
county. 


"The committee recommended that 


these men be expelled from the insti- 
tution, if they were able to work at 
all. 
We also recommeded that the 


county commissioners enter into a 


mates at the infirmary and give the 
worthy unfortunates better care.

Thumbs of the Apes. 


The gorilla and chimpanzee, which 


belong to the higher order of apes, 
have many points of resemblance to 
man, but there is one thing they can- 
not do—that is. twiddle their thumbs. 
In the gorilla the thumb is short and 
does not reach much beyond the bot- 
tom of the first joint of the forefinger.

LINO'S VISIT SIGNIFICANT,

Washington, Jim. 8. — [Special.]—"I 


aui reluctantly forced to the conclu- 
sion that intervention in Mexico by 
the United States is inevitable," waa 
the remark of a man who has given a 
great deal of attention to everything 
pertaining to the southern republics, a 
noted traveler in those countries, a 
fluent Spanish linguist and one who 
has many friends in every part of the 
country south of the Kio Grande. 


"My conclusions are reached after 


many conversations with men from 
Mexico and rneii familiar with Mexi- 
co,'' he continued. "They see 110 other 
way out of the present difficulties. No 
matter which of the several revolu- 
tionary leaders may establish a gov- 
ernment and overthrow Hirerta, there 
are sure to be other revolutions. Xo 
one of the present revolutionary lead- 
ers would be satisfied to see the other 
in power. 
And, what is more, every 


one of the revolutionary leaders has 
left a trail of outrage and blood over 
the routes he has pursued which will 
awake another revolution as soon as 
he passes on to other fields. The only 
solution is American intervention and 
control until order can be restored." 


Might Be Lind'e Suggestion. 


There are people who think that a 


part of the mysterious mission of John 
Lind to President Wilson might have 
been for the purpose of conveying his 
belief that intervention was the only 
solution of the Mexican problem. What 
is really an interesting feature of the 
intervention talk is that few people 
really want the United States to mix 
up with Mexican affairs to that extent 


Wade, Democratic Prophet. 


Martin J. Wade, one of the ablest 


men in the Democratic party, an Iowa 
Democrat, by the way, who does not 
seek any office, has qualified as the 
Democratic prophet. He says that the 
Democratic party will remain in power 
for the next twelve years.

of the National Conference on Race 
Betterment.

Smith, president of the conference, 
*«.. E. Rittenhouse, and Dr. J. McKeen 
Cattell, all of New York; 
Frederick 


L. Hoffman of Newark, 
N. J., and 


Prof. Walter F. Wilcox of Cornell 
University. 


On the basis of available statistics 


from civilized countries, Mr. Hoffman 
estimated the world's birth rate at 
34.3 a thousand and the world's death 
rate of 25.0, leaving an annual nat- 
ural rate of increase of 9.3 for each 
1,000 
of population. 


"The 
present 
rate 
of 
natural 


increase," 
he said, 
"is certain to 


grow of the downward tendency of 
the death rate is further augmented 
by sanitary 
improvement, 
particu- 


larly in the case of uncivilized coun- 
tries and primitive races." 


Mr. Hoffman declared that during 


the last 30 years tne death rate for 
England and Wales has 
decreased 


from 19.4 to 14.7: that of the German 
Empire from 25.3 to 17.9; that of 
American cities from 23.1 to 16-2. 


"There is no question of doubt con- 


cerning the general improvement in 
health 
conditions 
throughout 
the 


world," Mr. Hoffman declared.
